M Cribbing " Ag ain 

The despicable hSbit of some of the students has again mani- 
fested itself in the form of "cribbing," and has been brought to the 
notice] of a meeting of students. This dishonest practice cannot too 
strenuously be put down. It seems utterly impossible and incred- 
ible that any son of Old McGill could be capable of this action. 
No man who is worthy in the least degree of the name and traditions 
of McGill, which has the enviable reputation of having as lofty 
ideals, as honorable traditions, as honored graduates, as good sports- 
manship as any Canadian institution devoted to higher education 
would stoop to such a low and underhand means of getting over 
thrj line. No man who would do such a thing can possibly have 
the. least grain of self-respect or any wish to prosper in the straight 
and narrow path. 

We hear that the men who are training to be the pleaders for 
justice and right have been accused of this form of petty larceny. It 
is * form of thieving, not stealing material things, but pilfering from 
the Uri'ivérsity~a degree and its best traditions and foisting upon the 
profession a'rnan in no wise worthy of appearing before any court to 
pleftd.*" ^ 

This is not a thing to be dealt with by the professors or faculty. 
It can best be settled by the students themselves. If a man is 
caught stealing it is made very uncomfortable for him. Why not 
make it equally unhealthy for the cnbber, the cheater, under what- 
ever name he garbs himself in these university precincts.

Much has been said about the re- 
spective merits of the weU-known 
Knelsel and Flonzaley Quartets. Of 
the two, however, the Flonzaley Quar- 
tet, composed of Adolfo Betti, Alfred 
■ 'oc hon, Ugo Ara and I wan d'Ârçham- 
beau. Is generally conceded to be the 
best. The present Impression is that 
their playing has well-nigh reached 
perfection In the performance of 
chamber music. 

Mme Est'hsr Ferrabïni, wife of 
Aside Jacehla, for many years con- 
ductor ol the Opera here, and herself 
A well-known prlma-donna,- is now 
convalescing In New York from a se- 
vere illness. Mme Ferrablni's hus- 
band has been till recently conducting 
the Century Opera Co. In Chicago. 

It is Interesting to note that the 
principal opera house in Dresden Is 
open and apparently having a very 
successful season. A new interpreta- 
tion of the "Contes d'Hoffman" was 
recently given. The opera is, ol course, 
handicapped by the absence of many 
of the stars and members of the or- 
chestra but it has not yet reached the 
■traits of the Berlin theatres. . 

Among the violinists who are giving 
concerts In the United States are Friu 
Kreisler, Mischa Elman and Efrem 
Zlmballst. 

The departure of Enrico Caruso'to 
Monte Carlo next month, is being re- 
garded from a number of viewpoints. 
The New York Press seems to thing 
that Caruso Is fulfilling this engage- 
ment because of the opportunity it af- 
fords ihlm of going to a milder cli- 
mate, as his throat has been giving 
him considerable trouble. Others say 
that he is going there with views to 
matrimony. "Mephisto," the critic of 
the Musical America, says as follows 

"However, whatever be the reason 
that the noted tenor proposes to cut 
his season short "here (New York), 
and leave us, one thing Is very cer- 
tain: that he has not only reached the 
highest point of artistic singing in his 
whole career, but that there Is no 
singer to-day in the world who can 
even approach him. 



"Therefore, let ' us hope that ha 
may, for many years to come, retain 
his extraordinary voice ,and more 
particularly his wonderful power ' of 
beautiful and artistic singing. At 'the 
same time. It may be well for us to 
consider whether Caruso, or, indeed, 
any great tenor, is all there is to 
opera. If this be so we are In a bad 
way. 

"For my part, I would say: Let us 
appreciate the great tenor at his full 
worth, acknowledge freely that he has 
established and holds the highest art- 
istic standard so far as his beautiful 
singing is concerned, but for Heaven's 
sake, don't let us make all there is in 
opera revolve about htm!" and "Me- 
phisto" is right, too.

I OF BABYLON 

• AND NINEVEH 

(Continued from page 1 ) 
Only recently, p*.ld I>r. Craig, had 
these ancient empires been reveuled to 
US. Fifty years ago we knew little 
o* nothing of how thïse people lived 
ar.J felt a» dthought, save through the 
scattered references of the old 'lesu- 
n ont, and these gave us, consequently, 
but a vague and pavtiiM account. Ac- 
cording to Oen. X., Uabyljn was the 
birthplace of the hutn.xa ra^e, of Abra- 
ham and his ancex'.ix's. , 

The story of Abnhsrii's pursuit nnd 
Utter defeat of an Assyrian force, with 
only .three hundred men. would wem to 
indicate a nstton grown weak. But 
later evidence showed us how incorrect 
that supposition w-js. In the Old Tes- 
tament we learned how various As- 
syrian kings had successively subju- 
gated the northern kingdom of Sarrf- 
3'rla, and later of Judali, extending As- 
«yrtan power to the coast cities ol 
Phoenicia and to the confines of 
Egypt. The amounts of these Inva- 
sions of Palestine. whi£i were all ob-' 
twined from tablets und obelisks, guve 
Us the' truer pl'otur : of a great mili- 
tary, despotic power .aiming at arid 
well-nigh attaining, world domination. 
Tbe'enumcr.itloii of the spoils gathered 
lh these conquests, Indicated the enor- 
mous wealth of the.?e Palestinian and 
Phoenician cities, which the conquer- 
ing Assyrians carried away to adorn 
their own cities and temples. 

The earliest repris of any value 
outside th<s fragmentary references In 
the Hebrew Scriptures, was trtmtained 
in the history of Benwus, an, Egyptian 
priest, who wrote ab->ut« the time of 
Alexander llv <>ri;at. ills record con- 
tained much that was mythical and 
entirely unhistoriéj.1, especially his 
généalogie; of, the Assyrian kings, 
some of wlurtn he declared reigned 300 
years. 

More ax-curate, yet not that of an 
eye-witness, was tha account which 
Herodltus gave of Babylon, Its splen- 
dor and glory. The city was magnifi- 
cently beautiful. Its walls wore 400 
Stiles In circumference, 380 feet high, 
and 86 feet thick. Modem excava- 
tions; had not yet been «hle to v.-rlf.v 
! these measurements, most of which 



had been declared incorrect by suc- 
ceeding writers. Twelve gates of 
bronze gave ingress to, and aocess 
frem the city. In one of the temples 
of Babylon, wrote Herodotus, was a 
statue of Zeus, which contained gold 
to the value of $200,000.000. Canals In- 
tersected the city at all points, along 
which the people mo/ed in wicker 
boats covered with skin. Herodotus de- 
scribed bs the most beautiful feature 
of. Babylon aocial lifs, the annual mar- 
riage market. The most beautiful 
maidens weve offered to the highest 
bidders; ttu ugliest anl those that 
were left, being doworod with the pro- 
ceeds of the auction,' and thus left to 
make a bid for themselves for hus- 
bands. 

The lecturer did not touch any as- 
pects of Babylonian art. science, liter- 
ature, mer.sly Intimating that these 
were to form the subject of the next 
live lectures on this subject.' 

In a few words, in closing, he de- 
scribed the several causes which had 
led to tlje. downfall and utter extinction 
of the great and magnificent world- 
power. Assyria was wholly a military 
power. Her king* used to declare that 
when yet unborn they had been chosen, 
by the deity to go forth and conquer 
the wr>rkl. Her land system was rig- 
idly feudal. All tho land belonged to 
the deity who pardoned it out to priests 
and nobles, nnd left the commonality 
to till It. Thus no national spirit could 
possibly have existed. Further, the 
Awyrian armies were composed al- 
most entirely of meree-iary troops, who 
fought only lor pay and prospect of 
spoil. . " 

Her external policy was as blunder- 
ing as her Internal government. She 
pave no protection to thî vassal states, 
Which led to division, and frequent in- 
surrections r.mong them. Her nnmer. 
ous wars decimated her numbers, and 
when at last Ayuneres healeged Baby- 
lon with bis hosts, the Assyrian em-, 
Mire came to an end. Ime buît r 
states «ho ought tu have protected 
were subjugated, and In .1er critical 
hour none but enemies arose. 

Protest or Mnen.iught jt> followed 
With un eloquent speech of Apprecia- 
tion. He compared the greedy des- 
potic Assyria to the modern Germany, 
and declared that, the same militarism 
which brought abrit her downfall 
would Inevitably la*l to Dermany's 
titter defeat In the end she had ruth, 
lessly set out to aoyomplish.

Th emotion of censure was made by 
Mr. 'Pearlsteln. who described; the 
words M offensive. He was supporte» 
by Mr. Gurofsky, who objected par- 
ticularly to the word "sheeny." also 
by Mr. Latchford, the leader of the 
Government, by Mr. Clark, leader ol 
tho Progressives, and others from all 
aides of the House. 

One of the two speakers regretted to

Dear 8Tr: 

I think that your editorial 
of Monday, on "Closer, Relation- 
ship" was" very timely. I think that 
many of the students of the Univers- 
ity and the co-operating colleges are 
anxious that something be done so as 
w ^.l'.?* tne Theological men and the 
MoGill men into closer relationship. 
The question ts: how Is it to be done? 

The suggestion, which you made as 
to the inclusion of a team, In the al- 
ready existing Debating League, as 
being a means of breaking down the 
present unfortunate separateness be- 
tween Theological and University stu- 
dents, is well worth consideration, but 
somewhat misleading when you stated 
that: "A debating league ta In exist- 
ence among the different theological 
colleges, and that a series of debates 
are held throughout the winter 
months," you were stating only half a 
truth. You have given expression to 
What ahould be, not what actually is. 
The arrangements as at present, so I 
am informed, only call for one debate. 
The Westeans and the Anglican repre. 
sentatlvea debate together against 
those from the Congregational and 
Presbyterian Colleges. 

Perhaps you will be pleased to 
know that in writing thus you have 
anticipated, by about three weeks, a 
discussion on this very question. I am 
quite in agreement with you in desir- 
ing that some such league be found, 
but I am afraid what one Including 
teams from each McGill faculty and 
each of the four co-operating colleges 
would be too large altogether, as the 
debates would have to be held, gener- 
ally speaking, In the second- term of 
the college year. The prominence of 
Athletics and other activities, and the 
shortness of the term would prevent 
mudh In this line being done before 
Xmas. As against that I would sug- 
gest the following: That the President 
Of Literary and Debating Society ask 
that représentatives from the four 
théologies! colleges confer with him 
as to the possibility of forming a lea- 
gue to consist of each of the co-oper- 
ating colleges and the University, as a 
Whole, — If more is desired in this lins 
In tthe University, then Interclass and 
Interfaculty debates could be held. 
And that some gentleman be asked to 
donate a cup, which the winners of 
the series would Wd during the year 
of their victory, 

I would like to express my regret 
that the President of the L. And D. S. 
felt compelled to withdraw from the 
Intercollegiate debate this year. 

I shall be pleased If you will throw 
open your columns for a discussion on 
the above question.

Tllli EFFECT OF WINTER 
In attempting to forecast the pro- 
«ress of the war for the next few 
months we mujst hot forget that win- 
ter is now in full blast on all the bat- 
tlefields of Europe. Daring the Crim- 
ean War the Czar, Nicholas I., declar- 
ed tiiBt he expecied avaiu assistance 
fi\>m his allleis— "General January and 
lïeneral February." Russia c.mnot 
count upon the exclusive services of 
these agents In the present war. h<vw- 
ev w , Indeed, in Poland wtmer will 
greatly help the Germans in that it 
will provide firm ground over which 
to move ihe huge howitiern of the 
type that pulverized the forts of Liege 
and Namur. It Is not easy to dig 
trenches in frozen earth, and infantry 
regiment* leaving shelter for a oharçe 
may find It difficult to "dig them- 
selves Into" new Itoalttons Wore he- 
me decimated by the enemy's lire. 
This consideration mnv dls.-ourage ac- 
tivity upon the part of the armled in 
Western Europe, but in Russian Po- 
land, GaAlciii and East I'rusula the 
contending f . rv*s will pmba.bly extend 
rhelr operations during the winter 
months, for in these regions the slush 
and mud of spring and fall aos great- 
er hindrances to miUiary movements 
Mian the snow and ice of winter.. In 
Manchuria, during the Rus*o-.Tap*nese 
War fiiihting went on during the rainy 
season. Life in the trenches will not 
become any pleus.mtor during the cold 
weather, and it is not unlikely that 
some of the contending armies will 
lo*e more men from disease than from 
bullets during Ihe next few weeks. 
Judging by thetr record In the past, 
it would not he surprising if the Ilus- 
tiians suffered more from epidemics 
than the l'îerman». 

ADVANCING BY YARDS. 

During the week De-rember 23 to 30, 
on the western battle front the Allies 
pained scone minor successes, but their 
ad va nef s were nearly always only by 
yards. It is r«|>orted that the Allies 
by sapping operation^ and Infantry 
charges took a few trenches In the 
r«gion between the r:ver Lys and the 
North Se ;) . and a 'few more near the 
town of St. Die; at several points on 
the battle line, an I particularly around 
Arias and Verd'in. heavy f.urn have 
made all asgres«ivo operations diffi- 
cult. The French War Office reports 
the capture of the Village of St. 
iTe.->rges in Rolglvim. but to offset r I lie 
the Germms claim gains n»a.r Ypres, 
N|f4port, and the burned forest of 
Apremont. 

The lantern eampaign is becoming 
more and more interesting, and i.« like- 
iy to provide the first "decisive bat- 
tle" of the war. The Prussians cele- 
brated Christmas Day by getting he- 
t\i-een two Austrinn armies at Tuchow, 
southeast of Tarnow, and defeatlnr 
both The advance of von lUnden 
burg on Warsaw from Thorn hn.» 
l>een halted, but the German Field 
Marshal made »ufficl«nl progress to 
pry the Russians away from Cracow, 
which they were investing. It was

WAR SUMMARY

GENERAL 

The war news of yesterday does not show any definite change 
in any part of the theatre of war. The French are still holding 
their positions well, but, with the exception of a victory near Metz, 
no further advance has been reported. The Russians are making 
slight headway on the East Prussian border and are not weakening 
in any part of their front. During the last couple of days the best 
newspapers in London have been severely condemning the reports 
made by many of the newspapers concerning imaginary victories 
gained by the Allies. These victories are not nearly as numerous 
as we have been led to believe. 

FRANCE 

In spite of a heavy fall of snow, the artillery fighting is still go- 
ing on in the vicinity of Arras, and the guns of the Allies are grad- 
ually silencing the German batteries. 

There is a lull in the fighting near Soissons, and the artillery 
bombardment during January 1 7 was not followed by the expected 
infantry attack by the Germans. 

In the Vosges there was very heavy artillery fighting all day 
yesterday. 

RUSSIA 

As a result of four days very fierce fighting the Russians have 
succeeded in capturing Mlawa. At the same time the Russians 
have thrown back the Germans who were advancing on Novo- 
Gcorgievsk. 

The Russian forces in northern Poland are forcing the Kaiser's 
army towards the frontier. This has been accomplished by heavy 
artillery fire, with the help of infantry charges. The Germans 
arc still making great efforts to advance on Warsaw from the west 
and southwest. This movement has been seen by Russian aero- 
planes and checked by a heavy artillery fire. 

The Russian troops are now well within Turkish territory and 
are reported to be within four days' march of Erzerum. The Turks 
on the other hand are retreating in a manner which has been de- 
scribed as "disorganized rout." The news of the Russians' suc- 
cess is being suppressed in Constantinople.
